angel, if and when “Boss Bill” Vare of 
Philadelphia gets a final, unalterable 
and raucous “NO” from the Senate. 
No one knows whether Mr. Grundy 
would decline the toga or deign to 


- adorn it. 


Should he elect to cccome a member 
ot a legislative body whose polictes he 
has influenced so often we would have 
a pretty kettle of political fish for you 
along the shores of the Potomac. 

There seems to be no good reason for 
Mr, Grundy to yleld the power he now 
holds over a group cf Republican Sen- 
ators in order to become one of them 
and have just one vote like the lot of 
them. Then again, therg is a very good 
reason. aap 

Whatever the ifs and ands, it may be 
stated as definite and final, that, if 
“Boss Bill” {s bounced out of the Sen- 
ate for good and all, “Joe” Grundy will 
have the refusal of the appointment, 

If Grundy, who has acquired many 
millions and has no one to whom to 
will them save a sister, should wish to 
have his name added to those of Came- 
ren, Quay and Penrose, to say nothing 
of Knox and Oliver, much less James 
Buchanan, Philander Knox or George 
Wharton Pepper, and far less Robert 
Morris or David A. Reed, the choice is 
that of the Pennsylvania manufactur- 
ers’ Czar who has been writing Republi- 
can tariff bills for many years under 
the nom de loot of various and sundry 
members of the House and Senate— 
from McKinley to Smoot.

The story is a bit complicated, the 
plot a bit thick for those who do not 
follow Washingtonia with a micro- 
scope.

Mackey, who was _Vare’s campaign 
manager in the Senatorial fight of 1926 
which Vare won yet never has been able

When Senator Reed, of Missourt, be- 
gan to pry into the Pennsylvania Re- 
publican “gold mine" of 1926 he was 
not gunning fot “Bill” Vare. 

The Senate was trying to expose An- 
drew W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who had backed Senator Pepper. 
The Mellons Nked Pepper albeit they 
could not comprehend how a man of 
his intellectual and statesmanlike at- 
tainments could be ag dumb politigally 
as he proved himself. 

Stories that the Nile was flowing to 
enrich the political fertility of the 
‘strip district” in Pittsburgh and the

Enter Mr. Grundy: 

In the Senate inquiry, the Pennsyl- 
vania tariff baron was a witness.

Fisher should be Gov- 
ernor, For reasons of his own, Vare 
hooked up his Senatorial candidacy 
with the Gubernatorial aspirations of 
William J. Biedelman.

Grundy was as candid that day as 
he is about most of his tariff writing 
activities in Washington. He ig not

Willard suite for fear someone might 
note his presence in town. He has a 
big round table in the most conspicu- 
ous point of the Willard dining room. 

No one knows besides Mr. Grundy 
how much money he raised in Penn- 
sylvania last year for the election of 
Herbert Hoover, although Mr. Hoover 
was not Mr, Grundy’s choice for the 
Republican nomination, and Mr. 
Grundy is not sure to-day that Mr, 
Hoover was the man-to have the final 
word on the pending tariff bill.
